While the subject of typhoid fever is 


receiving so much attention here, and 
be ng discussed in all sorts of ways, it 
n\.j not be amiss to take a glance atsome 
oi the prevailing conditions in our city 
that tend to render people particularly 
susceptible to the attacks of that or other 
diseases of similar character. 


As the pre-adent of the hospital board 


ci control remarked in her annual report 
c( la*! year, when typhoid lever prevails 
ht re it is noticeable that there is a general 
prevalence of indisposition and more or 
It-^s serious ill-health throughout the 
community. 


There are many simple causes that may 


li ve much to do with this. For instance, 
d!J you ever stop to think that there is 
But a dtcent place anywhere in this 
locality where a boy can go in swimming? 
A'jd did you ever stop to think what this 
may mean to the boys in whose homes 
are no conveniences for taking a bath T 
All summer long to go without a single 
htalthful plnngein fresh, clean running 
water; and a whole community of boyi 
denied this right of boyhood! 


And think of the little fellows whose 


wardrobes and linen closets are limited; 
1m e fellows who wear a single pair of 
trousers perhaps throughout the long, hot 
summer weather, with nothing between 
tue trousers and their grimy little under- 
standings The condition of their sum- 
mer encasements needs no description. 
\Vhen the autumn comes these boys go 
out to play, and in the large majority of 
cases their playground is the street and 
their resting places the curb stones over 
the gutter and sewer openings. 


All this time the rich and luxurious 


vegetation of our surrounding mountains 
find hillsides is dacaymg and washings 
from it are coming down our streets and 
gutters where the boys are playing and 
resting;. Bye and bye there is illness of a 
mild form perhaps in a number of fam- 
ilies and some one who is particularly 
susceptible is weakened and typhoid gets 
in its germs and fine work. 


Again, about the boys and girls of older 


growth; how about their bathing and 
exercise? 
How about shower baths, 


plunge baths, turkish baths and people 
eager to use them regularly; how many 
of them are there in activity In our city? 
But now we are not asking about little 
boys and girls and so are probably be- 
coming impudent, and will change the 
subject and only ask in shutting up, tem- 
porar.ly, whether it wouldn't be well to 
see about establishing some inexpensive 
j'hees in the city where indoor exercise 
could be enjoyed by the boys and girls of 
al! growths.

He prophesied a long 
era of marked prosperity provided Con- 
gress treats the tariff and other issues in 
a sensible way. Mr. Crane made a decid- 
edly favorable impression upon his listen- 
ers. The popularity of this popular Berk- 
shire man is growing as rapidly through- 
out the state since election as it did be- 
fore during the campaign when he was 
kept so constantly before the mind of the 
people. 


Our local board of trade is to be con- 


gratulated upon its being able to secure so 
prominent a financier as A. B. Hepburn, 
formerly Comptroller of the Currency 
at Washington, to speak before the board 
upon onr national banking system. Mr, 
Hepburn is now president of the Third 
National bank of New York and is con- 
stantly in close touch with the financial 
situation of the day. The date of hisad- 
dre >s has not been fixed. It is to be hoped 
that arrangemen ts may be made so that 
many not members of the board of trade 
may hear him. 


Bryan says "The Democratic party is

WHAT THE II1MJLKV BILL IS. 


Most readers have forgotten what the 


Dingley bill provides. Now that there is 
a prospect of its passage a summary of its 
provisions seems desirable. It is a tem- 
porary revenue bill. It WOK Id expire by 
its own terms on Angust 1, 1898. What 
revenue it would yield it is difficult to 
say. Mr. Dingley expected $40,000,000 in- 
crease from it; treasury experts put the 
gain at lower figures. It takes wool of all 
kinds off the free list and puts upon it a 
duty six-tenths as great as that of the 
McKinley tariff. To the present duties on 
woolen goods it makes a like addition. 
It does precisely the same for lumber of 
all forms. It adds 15 per cent, of the Mc- 
Kinley rates to present rates in schedules 
A to N, including chemicals, earthenware, 
glass, metal:;, manufactures of wood and 
metals, tobacco, agricultural products, 
wines, spirits, cotton good, flax, hemp 
and jute, silks, pulp, papers, book* and

FOR ORGANIZATION, 


Earnest Appeals Made by 


Labor Leaders at For- 


esters' Hall. 


MASS MEETING OF SHOEMAKERS, 


Other Trades Represented. Talks by 


J. D. Pierce and John H. Murray. 


Both Speakers Strongly Urge Or- 


ganization. Secret Meeting. 


A mass meeting of ahoe workers and 


other union workmen was held Monday 
evening in Foresters' hall, which was 
crowded. The meeting was addressed by 
J. D. Pierce of the American Federation 
of Labor, and John H. Murray ot Marl- 
boro, a member of the executive board of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers' Union of 
America. 


Mr. Pierce was the first speaker. He 


said he hid no sympathy with the men 
who had been parading the streeta in unl 
form and hurrahing for sound money and 
protection, and who had now had their 
wages cut down. He said if they wanted 
protection the only way to get it was to 
organize, affiliate with the other crafts 
and work for the common good of all. 
He also said it was necessary to get the 
working women and girls into the organi- 
zations and to make them realize thai 
when they take a man's place and do a 
man's work they are entitled to a man's 
pay. This was the only way to prevent 
,hera from being uaed as a club with 
which to knock down men's wages. Mr. 
Pierce appealed to every woman and 
girl who works for a living to get into the 
organization about to be formed in this 
city. 


The speaker said it had been claimed 


that there was danger of the labor unions 
and labor legislation driving industries 
out of the state, but his answer was that 
when industries oannot pay wages that 
will enable the employes to live decently, 
the sooner they go the better. Mr. Pierce 
asserted that he is not working in the 
field of organized labor for what he gets 
out of it himself, but that his children 
may have a better opportunity than he 
has had. He said that in trades where 
women come into competition with men 
wages have been reduced 40 percent since 
such competition began, and this was rea- 
son enough why women should be in the 
labor unions. Voters should watch public 
officials and not return men to office who 
do not stand by labor. Mr. Pierce urged 
the necessity of organization. "In time 
of peace prepare for war," he said. If 
unionism does not result in increased 
wages it will at least prevent further 
reductions. 
He also referred to the 


trouble of the printers with the TRANS- 
CRIPT and called on all organized labor to 
help them. He assured them that they 
were not obliged to buy a paper they 
didn't want or to patronize any store they 
did not wish to, and that if the time ever 
came when he or his organization could 
be of any assistance he would be at their 
command. 


Mr. Pierce reminded the ahoe workers 


that they had been years in getting into 
their present condition in this' city, and 
that they could not get out of it in a min- 
ute, but he hoped they would organize 
and take the place they held years ago, 
and not have their brethren down east 
constantly feeling that North Adams is 
clubbing down their wages, 


Mr. Murray, the next speaker, said the 


shoe factories in this city were paying 
much less for the same work than those 
in the eastern part of the state. He would 
like to ask if Mr. Chase ever met the 
other manufacturers and proposed to 
raise wages. He said the workmen could 
discuss gold, silver and protection, but 
they would find their only protection in 
organization. He told what organization 
had done in other places and said the 
men and women in the shoe trades here 
should organize for their own protection. 
He said the manufacturers were in for the 
dollars and cents, and he didn't blame 
them for it. That's business, and if 
the 
workmen didn't think enough 


of 
themselves 
to 
demand 
what 


belongs to them it was their own fault. 
Mr. Murray did not advocate organization 
for the sake of striking, but that the em- 
ployes might be in a position to demand 
their rights and get them. He said North 
Adams manufacturers were not paying 
what they should for their work, but it 
was not their fault, it was the fault of 
the men. Organization was the thing, 
and with wise leadership there would be 
no strikes and no lockouts. Mr. Murray 
said that if the shoe workers organized 
they should have a paid agent who should 
have an office and devote hia whole time 
to looking after their interests. 


One or two members of the local tra dea 


union were called upon, but their ore- 
marks were briet. This closed the public 
exercises and the doors were closed for a 
secret meeting for the purpose of talking 
up organization to those directly inter- 
ested.

FOR THE CHINA PAINTERS. 


Vh« Popular Variegated and Clouded 


Grouuds Seen on English Ware. 


The means of producing the varie- 


gated and clouded grounds sean on Bomo 
of the English ware is a matter of in- 
terest to the china painters who are tak- 
ing up the work afrcsli this; autumn. 


Clouded grounds present very artistic 


effects, gitfng relief to tho ornamental 
designs associated with them. To pro- 
duce tho most pleasing effects Tho Art 
Interchange eays the following colors 
should be used: Bronze green, deep blue 
green, old blue, deep blue (blen riche), 
deep ultramarine blue, deep purple, 
deep violet of gold, light violet of gold, 
salmon red, carnation No. 2, deep oar- 
nation and rose pompadour used singly. 


These colors should bo mixed in the 


tamo manner as for solid grounds, al- 
though it may be sometimes advisable 
to add a larger proportion of oil of 
cloves to assist tho blending. A single 
Etipplcr should bo used, well charged 
•with color, and tho color applied in 
dabs at distances to be determined by 
the degree of light and shade desired in 
the clouding. A dry Btippler must then 
be taken to spread tho dabs into each 
other at their edges nud soften the col- 
or so as to produce the clouded effect 
aimed at. A few trials \vill enable the 
amateur to Bccure satisfactory results. 
Tho process must bo quickly done, and 
co thick patches left where the original 
dabs we: o deposited, otherwise the col- 
cns may bccon.p rough or blister in the 
firing. If properly manipulated, the 
grounds, when tlicycoaio from the kiln, 
will present a perfectly Einooth and 
glossy surfuco. 


For var-iugalcd grounds a BO! id ground 


tint has first to bo laid and fired, pref- 
erably oJ soa.3 lacduui tonad color. 
On this ground dark lines of some anal- 
ogous or contrasting color may 
be 


drawn with n fine tracer, producing the 
effect of irregular mosaic, and then 
each space betvveea tho linos lightly 
flhaded with color somewhat darker 
than tho ground. If this is tastefully 
done, a most artistic effect is the result. 


Variegated grounds may be produced 


by minute dotting in one or many col- 
ors npon a solid ground tint. Such a 
treatment is suggested by the markings 
of certain birds' eggs and flowers.

Walk through the fields of vine girt 
poles, that seem a compact masii as you 
look down upon them. Talk with these 
women and children stripping tbe yel- 
low flowers swiftly from the stems. 
Glance at the various troops of thought- 
lessly begotten infants rolling on tho 
green grass or burrowing in the soft 
earth, and then, as yon blow the froth 
from yoar next glass of beer, reflect 
how tho best hops yielded by bountiful 
nature aro gathered for your benefit.— 
Cor. Chicago Times-Herald. 


A DOUBTFUL MAID'S SOLILOQUY. 


to the left were the uniform white tents ' 
of the hop pickers, like the encampment 
of an army — for you must know that 
the hop pickers are not residents of the 
neighborhood. They come from distances 
by families, a large proportion of them 
from London. And, be it known, the 
majority of the hop pickors are wretch- 
edly poor. The pay for hop picking is 
so very little that only by the united 
efforts of a family of threo or four 
workers is the result of the day's labor 
worth the effort. Last year, for exam- 
ple, the pay for picking was a shilling 
for seven bushels, so ttypt a worker had 
to complete seven tmjhels before the 
shilling was earned. This year condi- 
tions are a little better, but at the best 
hop picking is only profitable when the 
family has six or eight pairs of expert 
hands to strip tho viiws swiftly. Some 
of the women have reduced this picking 
to an art, the deft facility with which 
they take four or five flowers at a time 
completely deceiving tho novice, who 
imagines skill to be nothing in this 
business. 


The poles in n hopfield are so perfectly 


sot at right angles that you may look 
down a uniform aveiiue of overhanging 
vines in whatever direction you turn 
your eyefl. But this exactitude is less 
for beauty of appearance than for con- 
venience of arrangement of picking par- 
ties, for a Hold 13 let out in small (>£o- 
tioas, so many hills — two poles make a 
hill — to a family, according as the fam- 
ily has agreed for half a bin or more. 
Therefore, as you walk down the path 
that intersects a hopfield, yon eee here 
and there at fixed distances apart tho 
different independent groups of pickers, 
their canvas bins, with wide, flaring 
months, all of regular size, Stretched on 
poles and set on crosspieces the length 
of their section, and while the man cuts 
the vines a third of the way up the poles 
and pulls up the polos to carry to the 
bin side the women and children inces- 
santly work from 8 a. m. to 7 p. in., 
save only for the half hour at noon for 
dinner. And what a sight it is! At the 
vary edge of tho field where I spent 
most time rears, rugged and tall, the 
ivy draped tower of St. Leonards, said 
to be the very first, and therefore the 
oldest, of tho Norman towers, the pic- 
turesque ruins of which so interest tho 
intelligent visitor to rural England. 
This tower was built by Gundulf, bishop 
of Rochester, somewhere about 1078-90. 
This abbey, by tho *ay, has been re- 
stored and is once more a home of nuns. 
At the foot of this old tower yesterday 
rolled and tumbled a score of grimy, 
half naked, tatterdemalion children, of 
ages running from the infant that should 
have been in anna to a pair of 4-year- 
old twins, in patched, dirty red dresses, 
and with huge brass earrings hiding the 
lobes of their unclean little ears. Thus 
did half barbarous young modesty kick 
up its slovenly little legs in contempt of 
that still grim though dismantled tower, 
built eight centuries ago to repel the 
assaults of those savages who were fore- 
runners of the present day Englishman. 


And among the vines yonder were tho 


motley groups of persons to whom these 
little human blots appertained. Not by 
any means as picturesque and fascinat- 
ing as Italian crape pickers ; nothing of 
the rich, dark beauty of tho southern 
types, but a different sort of interest at- 
taches to these hopeles*y ignorant, half 
vagrant creatures, who have come to 
tho picking — by donkey cart, by train, 
on foot— bearing wj;h them . their mis- 
erable utentils for rooking and faring, 
in their rags and their tatters, the filth 
of which they are not ashamed, sleep- 
ing by night in tents if they aro so ior- 
tunate, behind hedges and under rude 
wigwams of boughs, if they must, woik- 
ing from day dawn to evening close for 
a mere pittance — yet not wolfish or 
Bur- 


ly, not rude — indeed, good natuied 
when you address them, and in rough 
way jocular or in Fhy way communica- 
tive. Here nud there, to be sure, some- 
thing more pi( tendons, the epitome of 
lower middle cJ.i'-s shift and tidiness, 
but in tho m.sji a hop picking scene 
such as you ii»ay witness at Mailing 
tells you what pitiful

So far as regards the ten- 
dency of German policy toward Russia 
since the spring of 18t>0, it is equally 
impossible to give an exhaustive reply 
so long as that obligation continues, 
and I leave it to the foreign secretary, 
who took part in the deliberations, to 
say what can be said in that respect.

TOOK THEM FOR FILIBUSTERS. 
Shipwrecked Sailors Saved in Cuba Only 


by Proving They Were Not Americans. 
New York, Nov. 17.—Among the pas- 


sengers who arrived on the Ward line 
steamship 
Yucatan, from 
Havana, 


were thirteen shipwrecked seamen. 
They were Capt. Nelson and twelve of 
the crew of the British 
steamship 


Coila, which ran ashore on the Colorado 
reef at 2 o'clock on the morning of 
November 4. Later, the steamship pot 
off into deep water and Capt. Nelson 
attempted to run her across the strait 
to-Key West, but the water gained so 
rapidly that at f> a. m. they abandoned 
the vessel, which shortly afterwards 
sank in deep water. The shipwrecked 
seaman landed at 7 a. m. on the Cuban 
coast about sixty miles west of Havana, 
where they fell into the hand of Span- 
ish soldiers. The Spaniards believing 
them to be filibusters from the Ameri- 
can coast, treated the prisoners harsh- 
ly, threatening to shoot all hands.. 
Finally they were taken to Havana, 
where they were taken in charge by 
the British consul, who sent them to 
this city. Not having certificates of 
acclimatization they were sent to Hoff- 
man island. One of the shipwrecked 
crew, speaking this morning to a re- 
porter of his experience, said: "Soon 
after we succeed-ed in reaching shore 
after our perilous position on the sink- 
ing steamer we were taken in change 
by a tioop of soldiers who escorted us 
to a sugar estate. Here they used us 
very kindly, but they had strong sus- 
picion that we were American filibus- 
ters. Later in the day another troop 
of soldiers took us to llarial, where 
they insisted that I could speak Span- 
ish. I was taken to the headquarters 
and questioned by a big Spaniard who 
asked if we were English or American. 
I answered: 'English.' 'No; American,' 
said he, striking tne in the neck and 
over the head with a loaded cane, stun- 
ning me. The blood ran down my face 
nnd back, and as three soldiers pointed 
their guns at me I expected to be shot. 
Failing to learn that there were Ameri- 
cans among our crew, I was dismissed. 
We were compel le,d 
to sleep on the 


bare stone floor with soldiers on guard. 
We were then sent to Havana, where 
we were cared for by the British con- 
sul. If we had been Americans we 
would never have lived to tell the tale."
